Superintendent’s Report. 


To the School Board and Citizens of Conway: 


I have the honor and pleasure of submitting my sec- 
ond annual report of the progress and conditions of 
your schools. 


THE PAST YEAR. 


So far there has been no outbreak of illness, and 
there has been good progress in all the schools. The 
results of the Great War are still evident in social 
unrest and inflated prices. We try to adjust ourselves 
to conditions, but with prices of everything so un- 
stable, it is difficult to calculate what may be needed to 
run our schools. 

Some important lessons have been learned from the 
war, but it may take years to fully grasp the situation 
and profit by all our experiences. One thing seems 
settled, however, that is, our schools must teach an in- 
telligent love for our Country, and for the Ideals which 
have given it its commanding position and influence in 
the world. 

Qualified teachers have been hard to find, but we 
found them, and Conway has teachers of a high grade. 
Nearly all of the elementary schools have teachers 
who are graduates of some Normal school, and the oth- 
ers have had special training and long experience. So 
far as was possible we kept the best of the old teach- 
ers, and this policy we shall continue. The salary of 
all the teachers was advanced, but not to the point 
where the teacher is paid an adequate wage when com- 
pared with what is received by other workers. I feel 
sure that the citizens of Conway are willing to advance 
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the pay of teachers until it is equal to that paid in 
other places. A progressive increase in salary to the 
teachers who remain year after year, and are growing 
in their usefulness in the schools, must be our policy. 


REPAIRS. 


A closet has been built in the North Conway school 
house large enough to hold the supply of paper, books, 
etc. This was much needed. Jacketed and ventilating 
stoves have been installed at the West Side and Kear- 
sarge schools, new grates have been put into the fun- 
nace at Conway. 

The District must make repairs on most of the 
‘rural school houses during the year, to comply with 
the State requirements. The house at South Conway 
must be remodelled if a school is continued in this 
house. The East Conway house also must have the 
windows changed, and other repairs made. The house 
at Redstone needs repairs; and painting and minor 
repairs are needed in other schools. 


MORE ROOM. 


The third and fourth grades at North Conway are 
crowded into a room that is altogether too small, and 
some of the children have had to sit crowded against 
the steam pipes. Parents have complained, but there 
is no way to avoid it until a new room is provided. 
The first and second grades at Conway are almost as 
crowded, and a new room is needed. 


TESTS. 


Efficiency tests have been given in the four higher 
grades, and these are to be followed up with Intelli- 
gence Tests, based on those used in the army. When 
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these tests are worked out a more intelligent classi- 
fication of the pupils can be made. 


JUNIOR HIGH SCHOOL. 


In the 7th and 8th grades in Conway junior high 
school work was introduced in the fall term, and the 
pupils are receiving instruction in French and General 
Science in addition to the regular work in the usual 
branches of study. This introduces the pupils to the 
work in the high school, and there should be a greater 
number who desire to take the whole high school 
course, and who will profit by it. If this course works 
out well, as it seems to promise, we plan to extend the 
work to the North Conway school. 


MUSIC. 

A teacher of both music and drawing could not be 
found, so it was decided to make the music the strong 
course this year, and Mrs. Ina Lord has taught the 
music in the schools. The work of Mrs. Lord is receiv- 
ing universal approval. The drawing has been carried 
forward by the grade teachers. 


HIGH SCHOOL. 


Conway High School graduated a class of five last 
June, and most of this class entered college or normal 
school last fall. We have men for head masters in 
both the high schools, and the teachers in these schools 
are doing good work. Both high schools have good 
classes to graduate this year, and the outlook for a good 
entering class in each school is encouraging. About 
twenty pupils from this town attend school at Frye- 
burg Academy. 

MEDICAL INSPECTION. 


Inspection of all the pupils must be made, and a 
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competent nurse is being sought for. I feel sure that 
the citizens will be surprised at the conditions that will 
be brought out by this inspection, and much good must 
result if the defects that can be removed now are 
promptly attended to by those most interested. As this 
inspection is to be followed up year after year, great 
good must result to the children, and they will be en- 
abled to go out into life with greater prospects for 
success. 

The number of children in town the first of Septem- 
ber between 5 and 16 was 568, an increase of 22 over 
last year.
